1 . FOR NICOSIA: EMBASSY MAY RESPOND TO PANAYOTIDES (NICO- 
SIA 898) ALONG FOLLOWING LINES: (A) USG DOES NOT RECOGNIZE 
"TFSC" UNILATERAL DECLARATION OF ADVISORY AIRSPACE NORTH OF 
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CYPRUS. PRIOR TO EFFECTIVE DATE USAF PILOTS WERE ADVISED 
TO DISREGARD ERCAN REPORTING REQUIREMENTS. (B) WE ASSUME 
MARCH 21 REPORTING INCIDENTS WERE WESTBOUND FLIGHTS WHOSE 
PILOTS MIGHT NOT YET HAVE RECEIVED PUBLISHED USAF GUIDANCE.

"NOT AM." 

3. FOR ANKARA: IN RESPONSE TO APPROACH MADE BY TAF AIR 
TRAFFIC SECTION REPORTED REF. C, YOU SHOULD NOTE FURTHER 
INCIDENTS REPORTED BY NICOSIA, STRESS HAZARDS TO FLIGHT, 

AND SAY THAT USG CONSIDERS TAF ATTEMPT TO INSIST ON "SUG- 
GESTED” ERCAN PROCEDURES UNACCEPTABLE.
